’St. Paul, Minn} Feb, 21.—Pietro Nar- 
cuso, of Edmonton, Alberta, lies in the 
police cells here charged with the 
murder of the girl he loved, Josephine 


Cabuzza. He came all the way from 
Edmonton and obtained Josephine’s 
: 
consent to mary” her. . After” the 


promise was given by Josephine, who 
was an unusually pretty Itallan girl of 
16 years, the two. went to a store and 
selected a diamond ring and other 
jewels, but the next day she gave them 
back and said she could not marry him. 

Pietro killed Josephine Hecause he 
loved her. His efforts to regain her 
affection had failed, and he feared she 
would marry another. “I am glad she 
is dead,” he says, “for now she cannot 
wed anybody else.” 

The man {is 23 years old and was 
employed with a gas drilling outfit at 
Edmonton, Since coming here, as he 
thought to make himself the happiest 
man in the world, he-+ias been rooming 
in the house next to that of Josephine’s 
parents, Mr, and Mrs. Pasquale Cab- 
uzza, of this city. 

Asked Father's Permission. 


At Christmas time Narcuso asked the 
girl's father for permission to marry 
Josephine, and the older man favored 
his suit. Then Narcuso asked the girl 
to be his wife. She agreed, and they 
visited a jewelry store where Josephine 
selected..a diamond ring and other 
pretty gifts, for which Narcuso paid. 

Then Pietro took the girl home and 
went to his room in the house next 
door. He was too happy to sleep, he 
told, the detectives iagt night, and when 
morning came he sought Josephine, to 
hear hef say again that she loved him 
and would be his wife. 

But she had changed her mind over 
night. She met him and gave back the 
ring and the other valuables which she 
had chosen so gaily the day before. 
She told Pietro she could not marry 
him. 

Pietro begged, then he threatened, 
Jospehine was firm. Finally, when he 
protested that he would love her al- 
ways, the girl suggested that they 
walt three years, Pietro agreed. Then 
all was well for a little while, 


Pietro Is Jealous. 

But Pletro says the girl was not fair. 
She refused to accompany. him to the 
theaters and accepted the invitations 
of other suitors, Pietro became jealoug 
and began to plan the death of the girl 
whom he loved, 

Then the revolver was bought, and 
when he knew the girl would return 
from work, Narcuso Jay under the 
stairway leading down the creek bank 
to her home. When she came two men 
were with her, and she passed Nar- 
cuso’s hiding place without seeing him. 
He did not try to kill her then for fear 
he might fall. 

Yesterday, just before 6 p.m., Pietro 
hid again in the darkness, The girl 
and her mother came down the stairs. 
The older woman walked slowly on 
the slippery steps, while the girl ran 
ahead. She reached the bottom and 
‘Narcuso confronted her, He did not 

k, but fired three shots quickly. 

bullet entered the girl's body 

and she fell at her lover's feet. But he 

turned away, threw the weapon into 

the creek, rushed past the older woman 

on the stairs and started for the city 
to find the police rind surrender. 

Pietro did not know the location of 
the police stations, but he had been 
told that the city hall was the seat of 
fovernment. He found the building 
— and sought the office of the police, but 
found only a custodian, N, Tankenoff. 
To Tankenoff he gave himse]f up, say- 
Ing he had killed Josephine Cabuzza. 


Glad She Is Dead 


| “T loved Josie," he said. “She had 
promised to be his wife. I brought her 
Jewels and a ring. Then she gave them 
back and sald she would not marry me. 
Vhen I bought a revolver and waited 
Sto kill her. Tonight she is dead. and I 
Lam glad, for she will marry no other.”

Pekin, Feb, 21—The bandits led by 
“White Wolf,” massacred 1300 men 
women and children, when they sacked 
Lian Chow, province of N, Gan-Hwei 
on January 29. On that occasion they 
murdered Father Rich, a French Jesuit 
missionary, and captured and held two 
other foreigners for ransom. 

An army of 25,000 Chinese troops 
now is converging on “White Wolf's” 
strongly entrenched position in the 
vicinity of Cheng Yang Kwan. 

Further to the north in the same 
province, “White Woif’ has a force of 
2000 bandits, half of whom are armed 
with modern rifles. 

The opinion is expressed here that 
unless the opportunity is seized of ex- 
terminating “White Wolf’ and his fol- 
lowers they will form the center for 
another rebellion, 

The government’ troops, however, 
show a strong determination to come 
to close quartérs with the rebel band.

Public Works Committee 
Reaches Agreement With 
Three Firms There, 


RECOMMENDATION WILL 
BE MADE TO ALDERMEN 


Commissioner Chalmers Says 
That Extension Can Be 
Completed by July, 


The basis of the agreement to be 
entered Into between the city and the 
three Manchester industries was the 
only matter taken up at a meeting of 
the public works committee held this 
morning In the councll chamber, 

The Chairman, Alderman Driscoll, 
reported to the committee that Com- 
missioner Chalmers and himself had 
met the representatives of the indus- 
tries and arrived at a point where they 
were practically agreed as to the 
terms to be imposed by the city In 
reference to the extension of the water 
to Manchester. 

The following is the text of the 
agreement which will be recommended 
to council by the committee on Tues- 
day evening: 

1—That the three parties here 
represented give a satisfactory 
bond to the city that for a period 
of five years each industry or other 
industries here represented will 
agree to each employ not less than 

. an average of ten employees each 
year for five consecutive years. 

2—With respect to delivery of 

water, that a satisfactory bond be 

given to the city guaranteeing a 

minimum fee of $100.00 per month 

fer the supply of water based on 
the actual cost of delivery at that 
point. 

That where the consumption of 
the preceding month amounts to 
less than $100, it Is agreed and 
understood that $100 is the mini- 
mum charge. due to the city, and 
that the actual charge in excess of 
$100 be determined by the amount 
of water consumed as recorded by 


meter placed at the city limits, 

charges not to be accumulative. 

That the petitioners have the 
privilege of constructing — fire 
hydrants in the vicinity of their 
buildings as a means of fire pro- 
tection, they to own, operate and 
be responsible for these fire hy- 
drants without any obligation to 
the city. 

lt is further agreed that the cily 
will not be responsible for the con- 
struction or maintenance of any 
part of the system outside the city 
limits. 

Water may also be supplied to 
houses where the occupants are 
bona-fide employees of the indus- 
tries. . : 
The question of light and power ser- 

vice has been laid over as the 
applicants were not willing to accept 
the proposal made by the superin- 
tendent in reporting on the extension 
of these utilities. 

Commissioner, Chalmers estimated 
that It would be possible to get the 
water to the city limits by July if no 
unnecessary delays are experienced in 
getting the agreement finally passed 
and the work started.

REGARDING MR. ESDALE’S 
LETTER HE SENT TO THE 
EDMONTON CITY COUNCIL, 


To the Editor of the Capital: 

Mr. Esdale, in his letter to the city 
council, complains that that body 
passed upon a letter from the Book- 
binders’ Union without any attempt at 
searching at the truth or giving him 
the opportunity of defending himself. 

Might we point out that the best 
defence that Mr, Esdale could make, a 
defence that would be unanswerable, 
would be to bring evidence that he 1s 
paying the fair wage as recognized by 
the Bookbinders’ Union, and paid to all 
the men working at the trade in every 
shop in the city with the exception of 
the Esdale Press, Unless he can do 
this, the statement that the Esdale 
Press is unfair must remain, 


But Mr. Esdale has the colossal im- 
pudence to attempt to refute the 
binders’ charge that he is running an 
unfair shop to them, by pointing out 
that he is paying to members of the 
Typographical and Pressmen's Union 
thelr union wage. Of course he is! 
He has to. If he didn't, these two 
unions could, and would, tle up his 
business, He is helpless before them. 
But this does not show that he is pay- 
ing to members of the Bookbinders’ 
Union their minimum wage, although 
to Mr. Esdale’s apparently very limited 
reasoning power it does, 


He informs the city council, too, that 


he can put unlon labels on all the 
printing turned out of his shop. So he 
can, but only those of the Typo- 


sraphical and Pressmen’s Unions. The 
presence of these two labels means that 
the work is turned out in a shop that 
is fair to these two unions; but he is 
absolutely valueless in showing that 
the men jin the bindery, through whose 
hands such work must pass at some 
stage or another, are being treated 
fairly, 

This statement Is made, not to cast 
any particle of blame on the two unions 
mentioned, but merely to dispel the 
false impression that Mr, Esdale de- 
liberately secks to create—that the 
presence of these two labels prove that 
a shop is paying the fair wage all 
throughout, 


It is a perfect comparison with the 
man who owned a fat dog and a stary- 
ing cat. When the man was accused 
of starving the cat, he produced the 
dog as proof that he wasn't. 

Mr. Esdale made another statement 
in his letter to the council which is 
absolutely untrue, He says that two 
men belonging to the Bookbinders’ 
Union are in his shop. This is faise, 
and Mr. Esdale knows it is so. Only 
one man belonging to the union works 
in his establishment. One other Is 
getting the minimum wage, but he 
does not belong to the union, although 
he has made application to join, 

Mr. Esdale also states that he made 
a personal request to the executive of 
the Binders’ Union- for more men. 
Again Mr. Esdale makes demands upon 
his certainly not Hmited imagination. 
He did not ask this exceutive for men. 
He promised to do so—the executive, 
thinking they had to do with an honor- 
able man, believed that he would. He 
stated, too, that he was willing to pay 
the minimum wage, but instead, when 
next we heard about conditions in the 
Esdale Press, we learned that he had 
hired several men, one of whom he 
had got from Winnipeg, and was pay- 
ing them from five to seven dollars 
below the usual wage. 

It is true that, as he states In his 
letter, this Is enough for the kind of 
tradesmen they are. Undoubtedly. 
One cannot expect that men who are 
willing to work for any wages they 
can get would be very good at their 
calling. We believe that Mr. Esdale is 
paying these men all that they are 
worth. It is obvious that they cannot 
hold their own e7i1h union men, or they 
would join the union and demand the 
higher wage that their skill called for, 
Mr. Esdale has his remedy. The union 
is ready to supply him with competent 
men now, as it always has been. If 
Mr. Esdale Is so anxious to supply tax- 
payers to the city, as from his letter 
we would gather this impression, why 
does he not hire men who are worth 
the minimum wage, who, because they 
are getting more money, would be able 
to pay more taxes, besdies which, he 
would have competent men working 
for him instead of, ns he so frankly 
admits, incompetent ones 


Mr. Esdale states that the executive 
of the binders complained that he was 
employing foreigners. Again, Mr. 
Esdale is making a statement which he 
knows to be without the slightest 
foundation. It is a pity for him that 
he cannot find a higher ground for 
creating prejudice against us than this. 

17 Mr. Esdale ts so anxious to re- 
pudiate the charges made against him 
and so anxious for an investigation into 
the conditions in his shop as he states,

Col. Kline became chief executive of 
Now York on the death of Mayor Gay- 
nor, and held the office until succecded 
by Mayor Mitchel. Elected to the 
humble office of alderman, his col- 
leagues elevated him to the dignity of 
vice-chairman of the board of alder- 
men, <A resignation made him automa- 
tically president of the beard, and 
Mayor Gaynor’s sudden passing made 
him, by a stroke of fate, the mayor of 
America’s greatest city. 

Col. Kline was born in New Jersey 
56 years ago today, of German-Scotcn- 
Irish descent. In 1876 he enlisted jn the 
United States army and rose to the 
rank of colonel, During the Spanish- 
American war he saw active service at 
the front. As a boy the former mayor 
ran away from home to New York, and 
his first Job was as an office boy In a 
jobbing house at a salary of $4 a week. 

Julius Harburger, the diminutive ex- 
sheriff of New York, is little more 
than a dwarf in stature, but he can 
use more big words during the course 
of a public speech—and there is no 
record of Julius ever having sidestepped 
a chance to deliver an address—than 
any other man in history. The eminent 
orator was born on February 22, 1851. 
Fle ig a patriot in every inch of his brief 
stature, and that probably accounts for 
the fact that he chose Washington's 
birthday as his own, No appreciation 
of Mr. Harburger would be complete 
without a sample of his oratory, which 
is hereby appended:

POSSIBLE TO OVERCOME 
LACK OF SCOUTMASTERS 
BY PROPER CO-OPERATION 


One of the greatest difficulties that 
are being met with by those who are 
interested in the furtherance of the 
Scout movement in this city, is the 
fact, that there is a scarcity of Scout 
officers and that as soon as an officer 
is called away from his troop, either 
through having to leave the elty, or 
sickness, or has reason to be absent 
from his troop for one reason or an- 
other, the work is dropped. The 
same thing is true in cases where 
churchs or other organizations wish to 
take up the scout work for the boys 
and unable to obtain the services of 
a qualified Bcoutmaster. Now to 
overcome this difficulty, I would like 
to suggest that the Scoutmasters of 
this city form together and whenever 
there is a troop that is without an 
officer they could take turn about in 
taking charge of the troop in question 
until such time as a proper man can 
be found to take charge of the troop, 
Of course I know that the usual ob- 
jection will be raised that they havn't 
got time, but it would only mean that 
an officer would have to go ove or 
twice In a course of ten or twelve 
weeks, and besides’ this they would 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they have done a good turn, not only 
to the troop and Scouts in question, 
but the movement in the city as a 
whole, We would like to see this 
Idea adopted at the next meeting of the 
scoutmasters or any other means that 
Would have the same result. At the 
present time there are at least three 
troops that have either disbanded or 
are at the point of disbanding, Just for 
the reason that [ have explained about 
Surely this can be remedied.

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HOW TO MANAGE BOYS 
ADVICE BY W.S.M. IN 
HEADQUARTERS GAZETTE 


I have had some twelve years’ ex- 
perfence in managing boys, says W. 8. 
M., in the Headquarters Gazette, and 
I have had a good; many “difficult” 
cases to deal with. In old days 1 used 
to believe in “individual control,” that 
js, the Scoutmaster, or whatever the: 
man in command was calle}, paying 
a great deal of individual attention to 
every boy and particularly the “diffi- 
cult” ones, | 

Now, however, we ere learning to, 
work through the patrol system. This 
is splendid theory, but the difficulty! 
is how can we work through patrol! 
leaders, who are  Inexperienced, and] 
who cannot therefore exercise the In- 
dividual control that is required? 

The answer seems to be that, instead 
of dubbing the patrol system a failure, 
as some men hastily do, we must set 
to work to train our patrol leaders so 
they themselves may become efficient. 
I do not pretend to have much experi- 
ence yet in training patrol leaders In 
this way, but I am anxious to learn, 
It has occurred to me that first we 
should consider what are the character 
qualifications necessary for a Scout- 
master if he {s to exercise Individual 
control Then, when we have decided 
on these, we may be able to see two 
things. Firstly, that the same quall- 
fications are those which we should 
aim at instilling into our patrol lead- 
ers; secondly, we cannot Instill charac- 
teristics that we have not got our- 
selves. 

I will only further preface my notes 
with the remark that there are, of 
course, many other qualifications be- 
side those which I am about to mention 
Which are most useful to a Scout- 
master (and therefore also to a patrol 
leader) for his work, but I have men- 
tloned just a few which seem to me, 
as I look back over my boys’ work ex- 
perience of the past, to be the most 
important,

A national appeal for an endowment 
fund of $250,000 for the boy scouts was 
launched recently by Gencral Sir Rob- 
ert Baden-Powell, in support of which 
he published a letter from the Duke 
of Connaught. The Governor-Gen- 
eral'’s letter says that the boy scout 
movement has stood the test of a five 
years’ trial successfully, and all opin- 
ions seem to agree that in proper 
hands it will achieve a great national 
work. : 

General Baden-Powell, in his appeal, 
declares: “From the top to the bot- 
tom of the social structure, we have 
too many drones,-with resultant mis- 
ery, discontent, selfishness, thrifless- 
ness, and irreligion. Among the boy 
scouts we seek to eliminate the drone 
and provide that the next generation 
shall be one of workers. With the 
money we propose to piace headquar- 
ters on a sound financial basis, give a 
regular training to scoutmasters which 
will enable them to start work with 
the senior scouts, and provide a farm 
to be conducted on scout principies.” 


Again you must be a boy yourself. 
By that 1 mean you must look at games 
from a boy's point of view, You must 
look at his difficulties, his troubles, his 
failures, his sins, from his point of 
view, not your own, This is not easy, 
hut you iusl endeavor to accomplish 
it if you would ever gain the confidence 
of the boy, and that is again an essen- 
tlal If you ever wish to control him, 
This thought may not seem epplicablo 
for a patrol leader, but it is so, where 
the patrol leader Js beginning to think 
himself a young man. ‘The best patrol 
leaders I know are young fellows be- 
tween sixteen and nineteen years old 
who are still renal boys at heurt, and 
who can enjoy the games for anstance, 
dand quite simple pleasures almost ‘13 
keenly as tho youngsters in.their pa- 
trols, 

Then, again, you must show a boy 
the reasonableness of things you re- 
quire him to do, without encouraging | 
him to ask a lot of questions. Tell 
him’ why he should do physical drill, 
obey scout law, make himself efficient 
and behave as a Scout should, Tie 
will then work as a boy, as a human 
being, and not as a machine, Above 
fall impress upon him a sense of honor, 
He hasn't got) much? Hasn't he? 
Then you don't know the boy. It may 
be a perverted sense, but It’s there, It 
only needs development, Tell a lad 
you expect much from him as a scout. 
That ycu want your troop to be “sec- 
ond to none,” and he can help it to 
ve that. Let him feel his own posi- 
tion, and Instil Into him a pride for 
his troop. Trust him, and tell him 
you trust him, even if you do catch 
sight of him doing things he ought not 
to do at times; perhaps we all do the 
same, Make all your lads feel that 
it is an honor to be & member of your 
troop, Never give an order or make a 
rule you do not intend to see carried 
out, Keep your word at whatever 
cost. That is one of the most powor- 
ful levers you hold. Once a boy finds 
you do not do what you say, he will 
not only take advantage of you, but 
will consider you cannot be relled on, 
Make a distinction between “warning” 
a boy and “cautioning” him. 1 only 
warn once, I tell the boys so, Yet 
I have never had to turn a boy out of 
the troop after warning him, 

Never bully or shout at a boy, Ward 
work not to sometimes™ Well, per- 
haps so, but [t's a splendid victory over 
self if you train yourself not to do so. 
You will find no boy likes to be spoken 
to in a quiet way when he has done 
wrong. | He expects you to shout at 
him, so he ts not surprised when you 
doit. He is surprised when you don't. 
Allow no one In the troop to bully or 
shout at the boys, It's a bad policy and 
disastrous to the troop,
